Whatever may have'caused the mis- 
take, the accident, tUe worst in the 
history of the overhead railroads In 
New York, came when a southboimd 
train on the Ninth sjvenue line was 
switched off to the Sixth avenue line 
at the 53d street junction. The motor- 
man. expecting a cl(^r track on the 
direct lino of Ninth f^venue, or disre- 
garding the warnln?i signal that the 
switch was open, n/shed 
his 
train 
along at a high raté of speed.

first car swung arouhd the right-angle 
curve, holdmg to tlje rails because of 
the -weight of the train behind.

couplings broke, the second car was

The first Indication people on the 
sidewalk had of the -accident was a 
loud 
rumbling 
along the overhead 
Btrut^ture. 
Looking up, they saw a 
shower of sparks, then followed splin- 
ters and the sound oi splitting tim- 
bers. Suddenly the outer guard rail 
•of the railroad structure gave way, a 
score of bodies were hurled through 
space, and with a deafening crash tho 
car fell Into the street For an in- 
stant it stood fairly on end. Then tho 
sides gave way as if they were made 
'of pasteboard, belching out a mass of 
humanity.

Three alarms of fire brought many 
engines to the scene,

The task was not an easy one, for 
the heavy car In falling almost com- 
pletely buried pedestrians in wreck- 
age.

Disaster at Fairchance, Pa., Spread 
Death and Ruin. 


Connellsville, Pa., Sept 11. — The 
Rand powder mills at Fairchance, six 
miles south of Unlontown, were en- 
tirely wiped out by an explosion. Of 
the 32 men who went to work in the 
mill 19 are Imown to be dead. Of these 
13 havo been identified.

The shock Of the explosion Was dis- 
tinctly felt in Connellsville, 20 miles 
away, buildings being rocked on their 
foundations. At Unlontown 
hundreds 
of panes of glass were broken. In the 
town of Fairchance there is scarcely a 
house that did not suffer damage. The 
sides were battered In as though axes 
had been used. Hay stacks were top- 
pled over in tho fields and live stock 
were sinuueu. Tlie rails of tho Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad and the Western 
Pennsylvania Traction company were 
rooted from the roadbed and traffic 
was delayed from four to sU liours. 
No, 52 train on the Baltimore & Ohio 
had a narrow escape from annihila- 
tion. 
It had just passed the Rand 
mills when the explosion 
occurrod. 
The windows iu the passenger coaches 
were shattered and the 
passengers 
thrown Into a panic. Had the train 
been a few secondd late it would havo 
been blown up, as Uie mills are within 
a few rods of th^ tracks. 


There ^vere seven explosions in all. 
Every one of tho 10 buildings was to- 
tally demolished. 
Not a vestige of 
them remains, 
Tho debris that was 
strewn over the 10 acres of ground 
where the plant was located took fire 
soon after tho explosion and axlded Its 
terrors to tho disaster. 
The -dlEraem- 
bered parts of the dead were burned In 
many Instances. Identlficatlofi of many 
was made by parts of clothing alo'ne. 
The first three explosions were not as 
serious as the last four. 
Then the

mangazine blew up. followed by two 
cars of dynamite standing on a nearby 
railroad siding, which were set off by 
the concussion from the powder mill 
explosions. 


All day at short Intorvals searchers 
would bring In bits of bodies or cloth- 
ing.

In the 
town of Fairchance there is scarcely a 
house that did not suffer damage. Th« 
sides were battered in as though axes 
had been used. Hay stacks were top­ 
pled over in tho fields and live stock 
were sinuneu. Tlie rails of the Balti­ 
more & Ohio railroad and the W estern 
Pennsylvania Traction company were 
rooted from the roadbed and trafllc 
was delayed from four to six liours. 
No. 52 train on the Baltimore & Ohio 
had a narrow escape from annihila­ 
tion. 
It had Just passed the Rand 
mills when the explosion 
occurrod. 
The windows iu the passenger coaches 
were shattered and the 
passengers 
thrown into a panic. Haxl the train 
been a few seconds late it would havo 
been blown up, as tJie mills are within 
a few rods of th^ tracks. 
There ^vere seven explosions in all. 
Every one of tho 10 buildings was to­ 
tally demolished. 
Not a vestigo of 
them remains. 
Tho debris that was 
strewn over tlie 10 acres of ground 
where the plant was located took fire 
soon after tho explosion and added its 
terrors to the disaster. 
The <liEraera- 
bered parts of the dead were burned in 
many instance«. Identificatlofi of many 
was made by parts of clothing alo^e. 
The first three explosions were not na 
serious as the last four. 
Then the 
packing house, 
presaflng room 
and 
mangazine blew up, iollowed by two 
cars of dynamite standing on a nearby 
railroad elding, which were set off by 
the concussion from the powder mill 
explosions. 
All day at short intervals searchers 
would bring in bits of bodies or cloth­ 
ing. 
Some of these finds were carried 
in dish pans or damaged powder cans, 
with which tho ground Is strewn for 
acres. 
One little boy carried In on a 
Bhingle part of a man’s hknd. 
All of the dead and injured, with the

er stones [)Iaccd under it iii snob a 
careful majiner as to cleverly bahuice 
it. 
Could man linve bad ilie power to 
do it, it could not bave been done 
uaore en’ectively. 
Conected with tbls slone is a legend 
of the early settlers, which I will en­ 
deavor to rebUe, it Imving b(»en band­ 
ed down fi’oni generation to ijenera- 
tlon among tbe residents of tbo moun­ 
tain region. 
Among tbe first setlers of Coinvay 
Avas a man by Iho name of Heubeli 
White. 
Ilin cabin stood on tbo high 
bank overlooking the fertile region 
that lies along the Saco, where bo bad 
made quite a clearing and got tbe most 
of it into a good state of cultivation. 
J0C Ijad b(K'ii «ubjocted to tbo usual 
tlrawbaeks incident to the settlers of 
that region, 
but 
thus far bad tri­ 
umphed over tl»oni all. 
The wild bfttsts had given him much 
trouble, and the savages, when they 
came sometimes from the Avllderiiess 
beyond the Notch, Ihi'oatened him and 
Ills with destruction. 
One day, enrly in October, tbe set- 
tlin* took his wife and started out for a 
tramp in the forest in searcJi of game. 
He turned his face up the valley, 
iind striking the river something like 
a mile above, he followed it until he 
nearly reached a point where 
the

iiB farmers of the United 
ff 
States are waking up to 
§ ^1^ O a fact of great economic 
importance and ©ne which 
means 
many 
dollars 
in 
ihi^ir pockets—the preservation of tbe 
birds. 
Year by year 'svith one hand they 
have paid out millions of dollars for 
insect destroyers, while with tbo other 
hand they have waged \vanton and 
cruel warfare upon the birds, often In 
sport, but more often in the Ignorant 
belief that tlie featbeerd tribes were 
thieves and varlets, whereas they were 
and have always been the true allies 
and co-workers of the agriculturist. 
Indeed, experts say that were there 
no birds farming could not be carried 
on at all, and that if the ranks of 
the bird folk had not been so fright­ 
fully thinned by the destroyer many 
thousands of dollars less Avould now 
have to come otit of the farmers* pock­ 
ets for insect poison. 
According to these authorities, one- 
tenth of all the products of tbe field is 
now destroyed by insects, of which 
(here arc said to bo more than 100,000 
varieties in the United States, most of 
them enomies to tbe farmer. 
It is 
estimated by entomologists that in­ 
sects 
wreak ?200,0(K),()00 
worth 
of 
havoc annually to the crops of Ibis 
country. 
When it is understood that 
one bird Avill destroy yearly 2400 in­ 
sects, no further argument is needed to 
make the Yavmer respect and cherisii 
an ally so valuable and useful. 
Hitherto most tillers of the soil only 
saw one phase of the bird question. 
They saw the bir(ls eating a few chcr- 
rios in the orchard or picking up a few 
grains of corn or wheat, and that W'as 
(»nough. 
They w'ero all s;'i down as 
thieves and parasites. 
But now tbe 
farmer is coming to see that the deni­ 
zens of tbe air derive by far the largest 
¡)ortion of thi'ir food from Misects, 
beetles, bugs an^* the seeds of weeds. 
It is largely due to the Audubon so- 
Motie>s scattered throughout the States 
that the farmers’ eyes are at last being 
opened to the ti*ue state of affairs. Ac­ 
cording to William Dutcher, chairman 
of the National Association of Audu­ 
bon Societies for ProtectiOTi of Birds, 
every bird in tLis country has its dis­ 
tinctive and spe^'ial work to ’do. 
*'FIrsr of all,*' he says, '‘there are 
birds, like the night hawks and whip­ 
poorwills, that glean insects in the 
air at dawn and sundown, and swal­ 
lows and Hycatchers that glean in tbe 
air during the daylight hours. 
Then 
we have the sparrows and doves that 
help the farmer by eating weed seeds; 
and, furthermore, nature has provided 
large numbers of birds of different 
kinds that clean the leaves of trees 
from all sorts of insects. 
These are 
represented by the wood warblers and 
orioles and chickadees. 
Then 
tlie 
woodpeckers and creepers and to some 
extent the chickadees also w^atch over 
and care for the trunks and limbs of 
trees, cleaning out from the cracks and 
Interstices in the bark all the eggs of 
insects that are in many cases too min­ 
ute for the human eye to see. 
“Prof. Porbush, of the Massachusetts 
Department of Agriculture, has stated 
publicly that the value of a chickadee 
to an apple orchard is beyond computa­ 
tion, and yet the foreign laborers In 
this country will kill, without a second 
thought, a chickadee or any other bird 
whose value to agriculture is simply 
inestimable.* No part of the foreign 
population is more relentless toward 
the birds than the Italian and Polli;h 
laborers. 
In Italy there are no bird 
laws, and there is perfect liberty to 
slay anything and everything in the 
feathered line. 
The Italian laborers 
here, who are largely hiborers, having 
known no bird la>vs in their own coun­ 
try, are slow to recognize any here. 
They kill the birds for food, and any- 
tlilng with feathers on it is their prey. 
They give more actual trouble to tbe 
Audubon Society than all the rest put 
togetlier, for native Americans seldom 
kill small birds, although the boys 
sometimes go bird nesting. 
“To return to the economic value of 
birds, Glft'ord Plnchot, chief forester 
of tbe United States, in one of his 
late reports, states that boring beetles 
and other forest-destroying Insects de­ 
stroy forests to the value of $100,000,- 
(KM) a year, and a very conservative 
estimate of the loss to general agri­ 
culture 
through 
insect 
ravages 
is 
$2(M).000,00() more yearly. 
“The Audubon societies are incor­ 
porated and full3" organized bodies 'Nvho 
are working from two different stand­ 
points. Some of them take up the aes- 
tlietic side of tbe question and protect 
the birds because of their beauty of 
plumage and song. 
But by far tbe 
greater number of tiie Audubon people 
are working from a purely economic 
standpoint, trying to preserve the birds 
of the country because these keep in 
check the insect and rodent pests that 
nillliate to the extent of many mil­ 
lions yearly against the labors of farm­ 
er and forester. 
“As an illustration ft tbe value of 
land birds, a few Interesting facts are 
nuggestive. 
The night hawk, which 
catchers insects on tbe wing, has an 
enormous stomacli. 
Grasshopper« are 


an important article of its diet The 
stomach of one night hawk was found 
to contain remains of sixty grasshop­ 
pers, while another’s stomach con­ 
tained thirty-eight, mostly entire. Yet 
this useful bird is often killed for food 
and still oftener as a target for gun 
practice on the wdng. 
‘’Again, take the mourning dove, 
which is common in New Jersey. This 
bird, if allowed to live, will save the 
farmer much labor wMth hoe and cul­ 
tivator, for its habitual and almost 
only article of diet is the seeds of 
weeds. These it eats at all seasons of 
the year, and as many as 9200 seeds, 
most of them noxious weeds, have been 
found in the stomach of one of these 
birds. 
One meal of three of these 
doves is equal to the destruction of 
more than 23,000 weeds. 
“Few birds are more valuable to the 
farmer than the meadow lark. Nearly 
three-fourths of Its food is made up of 
grasshoppers, bugs and beetles, twelve 
per cent is weed seeds and only fifteen 
per cent, is grain. 
This grain, more­ 
over, is mostly gat]ii?i;ed from the stub- 
fields during the early spring and 
winter months. 
Besides army worms 
and cutworms, the meadow lark is 
death to the chinch bug, which in the 
last half century has destroyed grain 
in tbe United States to the value of 
more than 58:]0,000,000. Accurate study 
has shown that the idea of the meadow 
lark being a wheat-eating bird is er­ 
roneous, and it is noAv protected by 
laAV in all but eight Southern States.” 


Boiiiou neiorvo« Well of France. 
“Bontou has deserved Avell of bis 
country,’’ says a Paris journal. 
Who 
is Bontou? He is a canteen cook, and 
when M. Berteaux. ^Minister of War. 
visited a certain barrack.s, and ex­ 
pressed his astonishment at the ex­ 
cellence and economy of the cookery, 
he made the acquaintance of Bontou, 
and invited him to Paris. At the ^lin- 
istry of War Bontou explained his 
system of regimental cooking, and sug­ 
gested that all tbe hotel keepers in 
France should be asked to devote a 
few hours a 'w^eek to the kitchens of 
the barracks in tlieir neighborhood. 
M. Berteaux w\as enchanted with this 
idea, all the more because Bontou is 
President of the Hotel Keepers’ Union, 
and is sure of a cordial resiionse to his 
proposal. 
As for the French soldier, 
he will simply canonize this benefactor, 
and 
call 
him St. Bontou.—London 
Chronicle.

CARE OF THE BABY.

Never take bim out when the 
atrao.sphere is dark and rainy, and keep 
him in the .sunshine and out of the 
wind as much as possible. Protect the 
eyes from the sun always w'lth a dark 
umbrella. 


DAMP ROOMS. 
To ascertain whether or not a room 
is damp about a couple of pounds of 
fresh lime should be placed therein 
after hermetically closing doors and 
windows. 
In twenty-four hours it 
should be weighed, and if tbe lime has 
absorbed more than one per cent, of 
■ water the room should be considered 
damp, and classed as unhealthy. The 
question of the dampness of dwelling« 
Is a frequent cause of dispute between 
landlord and tenant, and Is naturally 
solved In tbe negative by the former. 
The question can be settled in the fu­ 
ture by the tost of the liydration of 
lime, w'bich w'ill give irrefutable proof 
of the validity of such complaint. 


Harlequin Sherbet—Boil one quart of 
water and one pound of sugar till a 
simp Is formed. 
Strain and add one 
pint of fruit juice and a very little 
lemon juice. 
Mix thoroughly and set 
aside to cool; then freeze. 
Camelon of Beef—Chop two pounds 
of veal very fine. 
Add one-quartet 
pound of chopped fat salt pork, a little 
grated nutmeg and one very small 
onion chopped fine. Beat two eggs and 
add them to the meat. 
Season with 
salt and pepper, pack In a buttered 
pan, cover Avith buttered bread crumbs 
and bake in a moderate oven for one 
hour, then In a little hotter oven for 
another hour. Eat cold, sliced thin. 
Sauce For the Glace—To prepare the 
sauce for plum pudding glace mix two 
egg yolks with one ounce of powdered 
sugar. Place on a slow stove and stir 
it 
briskly. 
Heat It well, but do 
not let It boil. 
Take It from 
the 
stove and stir It continually for twelve 
minutes. Then fold In a pint of well 
w’hipped cream. 
Before adding the 
raisins and other fruit to the Ice cream 
lot them cook for ten or twelve hours 
and mix them 
thoroughly 
together. 
The fruit should also be added the last 
minute—after the cream Is frozen. All 
fre.sh fruits should be soaked first In a 
liquid of some kind, If they are packed 
in Ice cream for any length of time. 
This w’ill not be necessary If they are 
to be stirred In just before serving. 
Veal Loaf—This Is a savory dish at 
picnics and simple country supperar. 
JVilnce three pounds of raw, lean veal 
and a quarter of a pound of the best 
fat pork. 
Sprinkle through the meat 
half an onion, grated fine; half a tea* 
spoonful of pow'dered thyme, a scant 
saltspoonful of powdered sw'eet mar­ 
joram, the same amount of summer 
savory, one tablespoonful of salt and a 
half-teaspoonful of pepper. When the 
meat Is minced and the seasoning 
added, mix In about tw'O-thlrds of a 
cup of cracker crumbs, half a cup of 
veal gravy, the yolk of an egg and th< 
whites of two eggs, w’ell beaten to> 
gether. 
Form the whole Into a com* 
pact loaf. 
Roll It until coated In thi 
two yolks of the eggs left over, an(l 
then 
Into 
sifted 
cracker or bread 
crumbs. 
Set the loaf on a rack In M 
pan, and when It begins to brown pout 
a cup of boiling water under It and 
continue the roasting, basting the meat 
every fifteen minutes and renewing 
the water as It boils away. 
It will 
take about two or two and a half liourg 
to roast It thoroughly unless the oven 
is very hot. 
Although this veal loaf 
can be cerved hot, it Is usuallj servwl 
cold, cut Iu thia sUcet.

Year by year with one hand thoy 
Imve paid out millions of dollars for 
insect destroyers, while with tho other 
hand they have Avaged wanton 
and 
cruel warfare upon tho birds, often in 
Rport, but more often in the ignorant 
belief that tlie featheerd tribes were 
thieves and varlots, whereas thoy were 
and have always been the true allies 
and 
co-workers of the 
agriculturist. 
Indeed, experts say that were there 
no birds farming could not be carried 
on at all, and that if tho ranks of 
tho bird folk had not boon so fright- 
fully thinned by the destroyer many 
thousands of dollars less would now 
have to come out of the farmers' pock- 
ets for insoct poison. 


According to these authorities, one- 
tonth of all the products of the field is 
now destroyed by insects, of wliich 
thoro are said to ho more than 100 000 
varieties in thn United States, most of 
them enomios to the farmer.

country. 
When it is uhdorstood that 
one bird Avill destroy yearly 2400 in-

It is largely due to tho Audubon so- 
Motins scattorcil throughout the States 
that the farmers' eyes are at last being 
opened to the tj'ue state of affairs. Ac- 
cording to William Dutchor, chairman 
of the National Association of Audu- 
bon Societies for Protectioi» of Birds, 
every bird in tLis country has its dis- 
tinctive and spe-ial work to'do. 


"Firsr of all," he says, -there are 
birds, like the night hawks and whlp- 
poorwills, that glean insects in 
the 
air at dawn and sundown, and swal- 
lows and fiycatchers that glean in the 
air during the daylight hours. 
Then 
we have the sparrows and doves that 
help the farmer by eating weed seeds; 
and. furthermore, nature has provided 
large numbers of birds of different 
kinds that clean the loaves of trees 
from all sorts of insects. 
These are 
represented by the wood warblers and 
orioles and chickadees. 
Then 
tlie 
woodpeckers and creepers and to some 
extent the chickadees also watch over 
and care for the trunks and limbs of 
trees, cleaning out from the cracks and 
Interstices in the bark all the eggs of 
Insects that are in many cases too min- 
ute for the human eye to see. 


"Prof. Forbush, of the Massachusetts 
Department of Agriculture, has stated 
publicly that the value of a chickadee 
to an apple orchard is beyond computa- 
tion, and yet the foreign laborers in 
this country will kill, without a second 
thought, a chickadee or any other bird 
whose value to agriculture is simply 
Inestimable.. No part of the foreign 
population is more relentless toward 
the birds than the Italian and Polish 
laborers.

Harlequin Sherbet—Boll one quart of 
v\'ater and one pound of sugar till a 
fiirup is formed.

Camelon of Beef-Chop two pounds 
Of veal very 
fine.

pound of chopped fat salt pork, a little 
grated nutmeg and one very

onion chopped fine. Beat two eggs and 
add them to the meat 
Season with 
salt and pepper, pack in a buttered 
pan, cover with buttered bread crumbs 
and bake in a moderate oven for one 
hour, then In a little hotter oven for 
another iiour. 
Eat cold, sliced thin. 


Sauce For the Glace-To prepare the 
sauce for plum pudding glace mix two 
egg yolks with one ounce of powdered 
sugar. 
Place on a slow stove and stir 
It 
briskly. 
Heat 
it well, 
but 
do 
not let it boil. 
Take It 
from 
the 
stove and stir it continually for twelve 
minutes. 
Then fold In a pint of well 
whipped cream. 
Before adding 
the 
raisins and other fruit to the ice cream 
let them cook for ten or twelve hours 
and mix them 
thoroughly 
together 
The fruit should also be added the last 
minute—after the cream is frozen. All 
fresh fruits should be soaked first in a 
liquid of some kind. If they are packed 
in ice cream for any length of time. 
This will not be necessary if they are 
to be stirred in Just before serving. 


Veal Loaf-This is a savory dish at 
picnics and simple country 
suppers. 
Mince three pounds of raw, lean veal 
and a quarter of a pound of the best 
fat pork. 
Sprinkle through the meat 
half an onion, grated fine; half a tea- 
spoonful of powdered thyme, a scant 
saltspoonful of powdered sweet mar- 
joram, the same amount of summer 
savory, one tablespoonful of salt and a 
half-teaspoonful of pepper. 
When the 
meat Is minced and the 
seasoning 
added, mix in about two-thirds of a 
cup of cracker crumbs, half a cup of 
veal gravy, the yolk of an egg and thi 
Mhites of two eggs, welj beaten to- 
gether. 
Form the whole into a com* 
pact loaf. 
Roll It until coated In th< 
two yolks of the eggs left over, and 
then 
into 
sifted 
cracker or bread 
crumbs. 
Set the loaf on a rack In M 
pan, and when jt heghis to brown pour 
a cup of boiling water under It and 
continue the roasting, basting the meal 
every 
fifteen 
minutes and 
renewing 
the water as It boils away. 
It will 
take about two or two and a half hours 
to roast It thoroughly unless the oven 
is very hot. 
Although this veal loaf 
can be cerved hot, Jt Is usually s«rv«d 
cold, cut iu thla slices.

of the plot, you will agree 
that for this sort of work— 
theoretically, at Icast—there 
should be no time so fitting as the 
midnight hour; no place so prolific of 
spinal shiverinirs as a bare, dimly lit 
room In a rambling, deserted old 
house, wliere cold draughts, and eerie, 
unaccountable creakings conspire to 
add Just the right iiavor of ghostliness 
to the situation.

PRUNE THE SHRUBS. 
The flowering shrubs which have al­ 
ready bloomed should be prnii’ ’ now, 
says the Garden Magazine. 
Most peo­ 
ple who spoil the lioworing shrubs do 
so because they prune them at the 
wrong time of the year. 
The expert 
gardener Avho roaliy knows what lie 
wanls, and how 
.itInin it, can prune 
at any time of tho j i'ar, but for the in- 
exporienc'od amateur it is wise to fol­ 
low thi.'! safe rule—prune after llower- 
Ing. 
This is slating tho idea in the 
shortest terms, and in practice is the 
same as the rule commonly given, viz., 
to pnuio spring-ilowprlng shrubs in 
the early summer, and tho late llower- 
ing kinds, like tho hydrangea, in the 
winter. 
Pruning is done for these definite ob- 
.iects: 
First, they keep tho bushes 
in proper sliape; 
secondly, 
lo 
keep 
them within proper bounds; tliirdly, to 
insure an aliundanee ol! bloom next 
year. 
These three objects can bo ob­ 
tained at the same time, but generally 
the tliird fentnre is sacriflced to tlie 
otlier two. The broad principle lo ob­ 
serve is to reniovo all brant’hos which 
liave flowered. This causes other buds 
to push out and the new wood is 
made for the next crop of llowers. All 
dead wood or overcrowded branches 
Avill of course be removed iu tho or­ 
dinary course of events. 


CLOTH COVERS FOR HOT BEDS. 
In the previous issue wo spoko of a 
cheaper cover than ¿lass for tho hot 
beds. 
While not entirely dependable 
for ^^inter work in the North, they 
are very desirable for the later season 
and for many purposes are even su­ 
perior to the glass. The boxes or beds 
are made iu the ordinary way, but 
no glass being used there Is*a large 
saving of expense. 
The frames are 
made of 1x2 inch strips, and in size 
are three feet iu width by length suf- 
liclent to fit any width of bed. 
The 
corners are halved together and nailed 
with wire lathe or shingle nails aud 
clinched. For the centre brace or sup­ 
port take a piece same width as tho 
bides and long enough to fit snugly 
between the side pieces, place in the 
centre and toe nail the ends to side 
pieces. 
The frames are covered with 
medium or 
heavy 
AveigUt sheeting 
stretched tightly over the frame and 
tacked to outside edges. 
After thi 
cover is tacked on fini&h with two ot 
three coats of the followiug mixture 
Two thoroughly beaten eggs to o 
pint of raw linseed oil. 
When paint 
Ing keep the mixture well stirred ani 
•How one coat to dry before applying 
another. Three or even four coats ar< 
better than less, and frames thus cov 
»red will stand almost any amount oi 
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rain, and transmission of heat will b< 
found ample for all ordinary %veather 
These frames being very light, shouK 
be fastened to the bed by means o' 
a screw-eye and hook at each end 
They can, of course, be made nnj 
length to fit any width of bed, bul 
should be three feet In width, as yard 
wide sheeting will stretch sulilelently tc 
lap over the edges of frame and allow 
of tacking those Instead of on th< 
upper broad surface of the side pieces 
They will repay many times theii 
cost, If nsed for no other purpose thai 
hardening of plants. 
They are als( 
light and very convenient for shading 
when transplanting and for growing 
cabbage, cauliflower and lettuce ari 
preferable to glass as the beat is les» 
fierce. 
Some "writers r»e pryne to be 
little the usefulness of tho cloth-cov­ 
ered sash, evidently forgetting that 
many cannot afford the expense of tht 
glass, to say nothing of the costly 
greenhouse. 
Could we all afford the 
latter there would be iittle use foi 
either of the former; so It Is fortunate 
that the cloth will so nearly take the 
place of the glass. — National Fruit 
Grower.

A simple method for testing eggs is 
now being n^ed in Germany, 
It is 
based upon the fact that the air cham- 
ber in the flat end of the egg increases 
with age. 
If the egg is placed In a 
saturated solution of common salt it 
will show an increasing inclination to 
float with the long axis vertical, 
A 
scale is attached to the vessel contain* 
Ing the salt solution so that the incli- 
nation of the floating egg can be de- 
termined almost to a day. 
A fresh 
egg lies In a horizontal position at the 
bottom of the vessel; an egg from 
three to five days old shows an eleva* 
tion of the fiat end, so that Its long 
axis forms an angle of twenty degrees. 
With an egg eight days old the angle 
Increases to forty-five degrees; with an 
egg fourteen days old to sixty degrees, 
and with one three weeks old to sev- 
enty-five 
degrees, while 
an egg a 
month old floats vertically upon the 
pointed end.

PRUNE THE SITIIUBS. 


The flowering shrubs which have al- 
ready bloomed should be prnr- ' now, 
says the Garden Magazine. 
Most peo- 
ple who spoil the llowering shrubs do 
so because they prune them at the 
wrong time of the year. 
The expert 
gardener who really knows what he 
wants, and how 
.ittain it. can prune 
at any time of the 
but for the ili- 
experioncod amateur it is wise to fol- 
low this safe rule—prune after lower- 
ing. 
This is slating the idea in the 
shortest terms, and in practice is the 
same as the rule commonly given, viz., 
to prune spring-ilowerlng shrubs in 
the early summer, and the late ilower- 
ing kinds, like the hydrnngea, in the 
winter. 


Pruning is done fur these dorinito ob- 
jects: 
First, thoy keep the bushes 
iu proper shape; 
secondly, 
lo 
keep 
them within proper bounds; tiilrdly, to 
insure an abundance 
of 
bloom 
next 
year. 
These tlu'ee objects can bo ob- 
tained at the same time, but genornlly 
the third fenlnro is sacrificed to the 
other two. 
The broad prhiciplo lo ob- 
serve is to remove all brantrhos which 
Uave fiowered. This causos other buds 
lo push 
out and 
the 
new 
wood is 
made for the next crop of ilowors. All 
dead wood or overcrowded 
branches 
will of course be removed iu the or- 
dinary course of events. 


CLOTH COVERS FOR HOT BEDS. 


In the previous issue wo spoke of a 
cheaper cover than ¿lass for the hot 
beds. 
While not entirely dependable 
for wnter work in the North, they 
are very desirable for the later season 
and for juany purposes are even su- 
perior to the glass. The boxes or beds 
are made in the ordinary way, but 
no glass being used there is*a large 
saving of expense. 
The frames are 
made of 1x2 incli strips, and in size 
are three feet in width by length suf- 
iicient to fit any width of bed. 
The 
corners are halved together and nailed 
with wire lathe or shingle nails and 
clinched. For the centre brace or sup- 
port take a piece same width as the 
bides and long enough to fit snugly 
between the side pieces, place in the 
centre and too nail the ends to side 
pieces. 
The frames are covered with 
medium or 
heavy 
weight 
sheeting 
stretched tightly over the frame ani> 
tacked to outside edges. 
After thf 
cover is tacked on finish with two oi 
Uiree coats of the following mixture 
Two thoroughly 
beaten 
eggs 
to o 
pint of raw linseed oil. 
When paint 
Ing keep the mixture well stirred anc 
lllow one coat to dry before applying 
another. Tliree or even four coats ari 
better than less, and frames thus cov 
»red will stand almost any amount of 
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rain, and transmission of heat will b/ 
found ample for all ordinary M'eather 
These frames being very light, shouK 
be fastened to the bed by means o* 
a ficrew-eye and hook at each end 
They can, of course, bo made anj 
length to fit any width of bed. bul 
should be three feet in width, as yarJ 
wide sheeting will stretch sniliciently tc 
lap over the edges of frame and allow 
of tacking; these instead of on th< 
upper broad surface of the side pieces 
They AVill repay 
many 
times 
theii 
cost, if used for no other purpose thai 
hardening of plants. 
They are alsi 
light and very convenient for shading 
when transplanting and for growing 
cabbage, cauliilower and lettuce arc 
preferable to glass as the beat is lesf 
fierce. 
Some writers rre prune to be 
little the usefulness of the jcloth-cov* 
ered sash, evidently 
forgetting thai 
many cannot afford the expense of iht 
glass, to say nothing of the costly 
greenhouse. 
Could we all afford the 
latter there would be AXtle use foi 
either of the former; so it is fortunate 
that the cloth will so nearly take the 
place of the glass. — National Fruil 
Grower.
